HIGH-PRICED COAL. 


How the Coal Barons Compel 
Housekeepers to Pay Tribute 
to a Remorseless Mon- 
opoly. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 2.—As long ago as last 
March, says the Herald, 
when the an- 
thracite coal committee met in New 
York and agreed on the output for the 
current year, it was announced by one 
of the members that before cold weather 
came the price would be advanced 81 
per ton. 
The amount of coal to which 
the committee limited the people was 
33,500,000 tons. 
To increase the price 
of this quantity $1 a ton would be to 
levy a tax of $33,500,000 on the con- 
sumer. 


It may be supposed that the body 
which has the power to make a decree of 
this kind has some official authority, but 
such is not the fact.

other countries, and no horses are 
slaughtered in the ring. 
The animal is 
simply teased and tortured to make a 
Liman holiday. 
The young men of the 
city do the baiting, and it is regarded 
as a very high-toned sort of athletic 
sport, like polo at NeAvport. 
The 
young ladies take darts made of tin, 
decorate them with ribbons, lace, and 
rosettes, and give them to their lovers 
to stick into the hide of tlie bull. 
The 
great thing is to cast those darts so as 
to strike the bull in the fore shoulders 
or in the face, and in order to do it he 
who throws them must stand before the 
animal's horns. 
Active young men do 
the trick very dexterously, but it takes 
nerve and agility, and at times íair 
señoritas have seen their lovers ripped 
open.—Letter from 
Lima. 


PRINCIPLES 
OF 
SEA-BATHING. 


Sea-bathing, when properly and care- 
fully indulged in, says the 
Popular 
Science 
Monthly, 
is a most health- 
giving and enjoyable diversion. 
But a 
few broad principles should be remem- 
bered. 
Never bathe within two hours 
of a meal, never when ovei'tired and 
exhausted, and never when overheated. 
At the same time, the body should be 
warm and not cold when you plunge 
in. 
Do not remain in the water long 
enough to become tired and chilly, and 
when you come out dx'ess quickly. 
It 
should also be remembered that bathing 
does not agree with everybody. 


Those who feel faint or giddy in the 
water, or whose hearts begin te beat 
overmuch, should consult a doctor who 
is thoroughly 
acquainted with their 
constitutions before 
they enter the 
water again. 
Medical papers say that 
many of the bathing fatalities which 
have 
generally 
been 
attributed to 
"cramp" are really due to failure of the 
heart's action induced by the plunge 
into cold water and aggravated 
by 
swimming. 
A good result of the bath 
ought to make the bather feel warm 
£tnd fresh. 
If, instead, shivering and 
cold ensue, harm is being done. 
Chil- 
dren should not be forced into sea- 
baths, for their reluctance may be oc- 
casioned by some constitutional draw- 
back, testifying that the process is 
harmful to them.

^ v i e w of the contradictory state- 
ments which continue to be made con- 
cerning the firing of the first gun at 
Fort Sumter, the Charleston 
News 
and Courier asked Col. Alfred Rhett 
to give his recollections on the subject, 
and those, it will be seen, do away with 
most of the difficulty as marking the 
distinction between the shell fired as a 
signal and tho first hostile shot. 
Col. 
Ehett says: 


On the morning of the 12th of April, 
1861, at about 4:30 a. m., the batteries 
surrounding Fort Sumter opened fired 
on that fort, then held by a garrison of 
United 
States 
troops. 
From 
4:30 
o'clock a. m., of the 12th until 1:45 
o'clock on the 13th a steady tire of shct 
and shell fell uj^on Sumter. 


On the morning of the 13th a fleet of 
United States vessels appeared off the 
bar. 
After consultation it was decided 
to bring matters to a short conchision. 
Two 32-pounders from the Sumter bat- 
tery of Fort Motiltrie opened with hot 
shot. 
At 1:45 p. m., the white flag was 
shown from the walls of Fort Sumter. 


In the war ^rhich fallowed, which 
cost a million lives and desolated the 
fairest part of the i.mericaa continent, 
it has been a matter of inquiry wlio 
fired the first shot in so grave a matter. 
On account of wide sej>aration of the 
batteries surrounding Sumter, on Mor- 
ris Island, James Island, Mount Pleas- 
ant, Sullivan's Island, it was necessary 
to arrange some signal 
for a general 
fire to be opened on Sumter in case of 
emergency. 
A white lantern run up to 
the head of the flag-staff of Fort Moul- 
trie at night was to be that signal. 


On the 11th affairs were so strained 
that we expected the order to open fire 
at any moment. 
It was then decided 
that, as Fort Johnson was so much 
nearer to Charleston than Fort Moul- 
trie, a mortar shell fired from Fort 
Johnson would be the signal to Gen. 
Ripley to run up the lantern at Fort 
Moultrie—that being tlie general sig- 
nal. 


Weeks had been passed in drill and 
preiDarations, and on tho evening of the 
11th, at Fort Moultrie, the gun squads 
were told off—the men instructed to be 
at their posts at a moment's notice 
—and the lines of fire were marked 
on transverse circles with chalk for use 
at night. It rained after midnight and 
our chalk Imes were nearly washed out. 


When the mortar-shell was fired from 
Fort Johnson the men were instantly 
at their posts and the lantern was run 
up. 
Our guns had been already loaded 
and everything was ready, but the fire 
was not ordered until the lines had 
been renewed. 
Just as this had been 
done a gun was fired from the iron 
battery at Cumming's Point, under the 
command of Capt. George B. Cuthbert 
of the Palmetto Guard. 
That gun was 
fired by Edward Ruftin of Yirginia. 
The guns of Moultrie then opened and 
the tire became general. 


Capt. 
James, formerly of the 


United States army, afterward killed in 
Yii'ginia as Colonel of the 
regi- 
ment, fired the mortar-shell from Fort 
Johnson—the order being carried from 
Gen. Beaureguard by a staff officer in a 
small boat. 


These I believe to be the facts as to 
opening fire on Sumter April 12, 1861.

Our forests are too 
valuable to be sold for a mere song or 
wasted. 
We must look after our tim- 
ber interest.—Atlanta 
Constitution.

M. Francesque 
Sarcey, the well- 
known French critic, has written a little 
work which is well worth the perusal 
of physicians, by virtue of its charming^ 
style and the freshness and force with 
which he describes the course and the 
dangers of near sightedness. 
His book 
is an autobiography, so far as relates to 
i his eyes. 
He begins: 
"I was bom 
i near sighted, dreadfully near sighted. 
; Many physicians apsert that persons are 
never born near sighted, but only be- 
come so. 
However, science may thinl; 
what she pleases, but 1 was bom 
myopic," 
The very day on which his 
infirmity was discovered is indelibly 
stamped on his memory, and his ac- 
count of it is quite worthy transcribing: 
"One day, prompted by a spirit of 
mischief, I got hold of the big silver 
spectacles whic h my father always wore 
and clajiped them on. 
Fifty years have 
passed since then, but the sensation 1 
experienced is keen and thrilling to this 
day, 
I gave a cry of astonishment and 
joy. 
Up to that moment I had seen the 
lofty dome above me only as thick, 
green cloth, tlu'ough which no ray oi 
sunlight ever fell. 
Now, oh wonder 
and delight, I saw that in this dome 
were many little brilliant chinks; that 
,it was made of myriad separate and 
distinct leaves, through whose intersticos 
the sunshine shifted, imi^arting to theii 
greenery a thousand tones of light and 
shade. 
But what amazed me most, 
what so enchanted me that I cannot 
speak of it to this day without emotion, 
was that I saw suddenly between the 
leaves, and far away beyond them, little 
glimpses of the bright blue sky. 
I 
clapped my hands in ecstasy. 
I was 
mad with astonishment and delight." 


Very high myopia like Sarcey's is 
rare; but moderate degrees of myopia 
are very common; and myopia, 
as 
Sarcey states, is increasing and siiread- 
ing through Europe like some epidemic 
disease. 
Among the ancients it ap- 
pears to have been practically unknown. 
As evidence of this, M. Sarcey refers to 
the ancient amphitheaters in which 
30,000 spectators sat and viewed the 
games without a glass. 
Perhaps, to be 
sure, the myopes of those days might 
have learned to stay at home. 
How- 
ever, that myopia is increasing, there 
can be no doubt. 
In fifteen years the 
proportion of undoubted myopes in the 
Polytechnic school of France has risen 
from 30 to 50 per cent.; and 80 per cent, 
of the students have to wear glasses. 
M. Sarcey urges his readers with pro- 
found emphasis 
to 
remember 
that 
myopia has a tendency to increase, un- 
less numberless precautions are taken, 
and that all myoi^ic eyes are weak eyes, 
to be looked after carefully by their 
possessor. 
In his own case the result 
of overuse and misuse of his eyes, es- 
pecially his attemjits to get along with- 
out glasses was that he lost the eyesight 
of one eye entirely, through detach- 
ment of the retina and that a cataract 
developed in the other. 
The loss of 
the eye he attributes to the effects of 
studying when a boy in a badly-lighted 
school-room, and he invokes all mothers 
to examine the school rooms. 
"If they 
be not fairly flooded with light, take 
your son home again. 
To leave him 
bent for ten years over dimly-lighted 
books, is, if he has any tendency to 
this trouble, almost certain to lay up 
myopia for his manhood; if he be al- 
ready myopic, it is to assure him a blind 
old age." 
Sarcey's description of the 
development of his cataract and of its 
removal is vivid and dramatic. 
The 
operation was successful, and he now 
sees distinct objects even better than 
before. 
The epilogue of his story is: 
"Remember that all extreme myopia 
ends almost infallibly in a cataract, and 
that nearly all myopia may become ex- 
treme if the eyes are abused." 
Wliile 
Sarcey's views are somewhat tinctured 
by the bitterness of his personal ex- 
perience, his warnings are wise and 
timely, and should be widely read.

BOW TO COOL A CELLAR. 


A great mistake is sometimes made 
in ventilating cellars and milk-houses. 
The object of ventilation is to keep the 
cellars cool and dry, but this object 
often fails of being accomplished by a 
common mistake, and instead the cel- 
lar is made both warm and damp. 
A 
cool place should never be ventilated, 
unless the air admitted is cooler than 
the air within, or is at least as cool as 
that or a very little warmer. 
The 
warmer the air the more moisture it 
holds in suspension. 
Necessarily, the 
cooler the air the more this moisture is 
condensed and precipitated. 
When a 
cool cellar is aired on a warm day, the 
entering air, being in motion, appears 
cool; but as it fills the cellar, the 
cooler air with which it becomes mixed 
chills it, the moisture is condensed, and 
dew is depontod on the cold walls, abd 
Buqf^often be seen rumiing dowa ihem 
xnatfiaiiuk.

The cool air enters thé 
ment during the night and 
through it.

If the air of the cellar jt^ 
damp it may be thoroughly dried bgr 
placing in it a peck of fresh lime in an 
open box. 
A peck of lime will libM^b 
about 
seven pounds, or more tbioi 
three quarts of water, and in this way 
a cellar or mUk-room 
may soon be 
dri<!d, even in the hottest weather.— 
Scientific 
American.

Striped Fabrics to Remain in 
Vogue During the Com- 
ing Season. 


HINTS FOR CHILDREN'S FROCKS. 


Autumn Millinery and Millinery Ornaments 
—Pariii Styles for the Winter. 


This Reign 
of 
Stripe», 


All the displays of fall and winter 
materials indicate a continnance of 
stripes in fashionable favor. 
This is 
contrary to the general 
expectation, 
and in allowing stripes to remain so 
long in the front rank of fashionable 
fancies Dame Fashion loses something 
of her hard-earned reputation for fickle- 
ness, but wins the moro-to-be-desired 
approval of women of sense and taste, 
•who appreciate the fnll value of strijied 
fabrics in the ]>resent style of combina- 
tion gowns. Not only can a small 
quantity of striped goods be made to go 
a long way. as the saying is, but also 
the great variety of arrangement ])re- 
cludes the possibility of monotony, 
which becomes so marked in a general 
use of figured or lirocaded stufls. Be- 
sides tlie almost eiullessi number of 
striped silks and wools, and their 
various r-ombinatioiis. the enumerating 
of which would lie an interminable 
task, some new arrangements of striped 
velvet appear among the novelties, 
showing several striking and peculiar 
color mixtures. 
Materials in Avhich 
velvet and satin sti-ipes alternate were 
shown among the novelties of a year 
ago, and freciuently as many as four 
colors were eombined in one arrange- 
ment. 
Tills style has given way to the 
all-velvet stripe in only two priueii»al 
colors, and the effect is at oii(;e richer 
and less gaudy. 
Tlie xisual width of 
the stripes is half an inch, and to make 
th»' dividing liiie between the two colors 
more distinct a single 
brighter col- 
ored thread is woven in the ground be- 
tween each two of the stripes. 
Deep 
red witii marigold 
yellow is noted 
among the condjiiiations, and also a tan 
shade with soft moss green, divided by 
a liair line of y o l l o w . 
Blue and gray 
are cnm1>in< (L as are also red and gray 
and gre<Mi and gray. 
Blue and red 
have not disa[)])i'iu-ed from the fashion- 
able list, and the ever-jiopular combi- 
nation of blii'.'li; and wliite appears, and 
in velvet is a fresh revelation of loveli- 
ness. 
Evening eombinaticins also a])- 
pear in the sirii)ed velvets, among them 
pink or turijuoise bliTe with white, and 
a deep yellow with a soft creamy ahatle. 
Shrimp pink with a greenish blue is an 
efll'ective mixture, and a rose })ink with 
yellow is very showy. In all these 
ilelicate combinations the dividing lines 
are chosen in some dark color, usually 
red. 
Chenille or frise like strijies 
sometimes alternate with those of vel- 
Tet, or plush stripes are substituted in- 
stead of those of chenille. In these 
materials the colors are less pronounced 
in contrast and the distinction be- 
tween thejn left moi'e to the difference 
in the softness a])d depth of the })ile. 
Either plain velvet, silk, or wool stutï" 
ma}' be combined with these striped 
velvets, the choice of material depend- 
ing entireh^ upon the purjjose the dress 
is designed to si rve.

Paris is now resplendent in her 
brightest autumn attire, with cool, crisp 
Aveather and swarms of liolidiiv-makers 
flocking honu' iron I scif-iilc and moun- 
tain. 
One«' wore tall silk hats and 
formal frodv coats leign supreme on 
the boulevards. Pai'isiennes are acitated 
by the grave question, "What shall ho 
-worn this winter?" I have consulted 
T\'orth, Duchs, and Morin on tlie sub- 
ject, and learn that fashions this winter 
are to be richer than ever, but that sim- 
ple velvets, costly satin, furs, and liro- 
eades will reign triumphant at balls and 
receptions.

heliotrope, 
powdery 
ophelia, 
salmon pink, faint orange puce, and 
the palest jiistache green will all be 
much worn, especially for house dresses 
and tea gowns. 
To-day one of the 
oracles showed me his latest creation. 
"This," said he, "is destined to adorn 
one of the leaders of New York society." 
Looking, I saw an exquisite tea gown 
of pale crevette satin embossed with 
floral devices in gold and silver; front 
open, showing some Alencon drajjery 
spangled with gold beads.

ostrich, and marabout feathers. I next 
saw what was described as a plain car- 
riage dress ordered by the same lady.

Hints 
for 
Children^a 
Frocks. 


Some of the following hints will be 
found very useful to mothers with 
families of small children. Just at this 
season, when summer ends and autumn 
begins, and the children are home from 
mountain and seashore, their garments 
will be found to be in rather a dilapi- 
dated 
condition, 
and the anxious 
mother must prepare them for school. 
It is too early to buy winter clothing, 
and so there must be a sort of com- 
promise, and a fixing up of old dresses 
and a judicious bujing of new ones. 
The choice is varied and large. Among 
the newest are the gray foulards and 
Avoolen stuffs, many of them with boucle 
stripes. 
They are generally trimmed 
with white or cream lace or only with 
long loops of ribbon over the draperies. 
The bodices are trimmed still with full 
tm-n-down collars of lace, and revers 
and l)races of lace are often introduced. 
Mahogany shades, verging with terra 
cotta. if judicioush' chosen, wear well. 
A new sleeve is being used for chil- 
dren's dresses—a full one is gathered 
horizontally 
from 
shoulder 
and 
wrist at a 
distance 
of about two 
inches, but left full and plain at the 
elbow. It is rather a becoming style. 
Gray alpaca is a most useful stuff, and 
serviceable even when it comes to the 
wear and tear children give it, and can 
be made to look bright and dressy by 
the addition of blue ribbons. 
The soft 
woolen goods with boxicle stripes are 
used for bodices and tunics, and can be 
worn with old skirts made over. I am 
sorry to say that many children wear 
high-heeled shoes—a most ))ernicious 
habit. 


A costume for a little girl of 9 yeais 
is of etamine, striped with gold and 
dark blue. The skirt is kilt-plaited, 
and the long coat bodice, trimmed with 
gold buttons, opens over a long, full 
plastron of 
cream-colored surah. A 
broad sash of etamine is tied at the 
back, the long loop and ends reaching 
nearly to the bottom of the skirt. 


A dress for a little girl less than 10 
years of age is made of pale-blue 
batiste, striped with red and old 2>ink. 
It is made in polonaise fashion, with a 
wide scarf of the batiste about the hips. 
The skirt is trimmed with a broad 
flounce of white, embroidered 
with 
blue and red. Narrower embroidery 
forms a shoulder cai>e and is cariied 
diagonally down the front on one side 
and straight on the other, and is finished 
by a knot and ends of red ribl)on.—

Very short tips are in small clusters, 
rolled pompon fashion, and used as a 
cover (U' finish for the ends of long 
plif.mes, which may be set immediately 
over the brim in front and reach <»ver 
the crown at one side or exactly over 
the to]>. 
Some hats show plumes set 
in tlie back of the brim and curling ior- 
v.ard. For this })uri)ose they should 
l)p al)out fourteen inches long. 
Pearl- 
ti])])ed short plumes, which were so 
po))ular years ago, are revived, and are 
]»r<m7ised in shaded tints and white with 
ilelicately-tinted tips, upon which the 
brads are to be fastened. 


As heretofore, the trimmings on bon- 
nets are massed directly over the top of 
the l)rim, and stand almost upright. 
Bristling aigrettes of ribbon, feathers, 
loops of velvet, and long-pointed leaves 
are crowded together so as to form a 
iîomiîact cluster, which is set firmly 
ui)on the bonnet, and not allowed to 
wave or swing about as has been the 
case on some of the present season's 
bonnets. 


The leading millinery materials will 
be p l ^ h , velvet, and a thick-ribbed 
goods not unlike what was formerly 
called velour, and somewhat similar to 
a very thick-corded Sicilienne. The 
new plushes are spotted, mottled, and 
have splashes like large snow-flakes on 
their surface. But little figured or 
fancy velvet or plush other than the 
sort described is seen in the first in- 
voices of Paris millinery. 
Lace will be 
used to some extent, but many Paris 
milliners have discarded it altogether. 
There is a new, very light, thin lace 
that is seen on a feAV bonnets, but the 
majority of them show no lace. 


The fashionable colors this season 
are, in standard materials, black, seal- 
brown, navy-blue, and garnet. 
In high 
novelties th(»re are shades similar to 
(ioquelicot, or poppy, heliotrope, plum, 
chartreuse green, bronze, reseda, or 
mignonette, St. Patrick's green, salmon, 
crevette, or shrimp pink, and various 
wood and ecru shades.

Dion Boucicault 
Talks 
About 
Bad and 


Misleading 
Criticism—Bernliardt 


and Her Cigarette,

JBoucieault 
Interviewed. 


The

Gazette 
has inter- 
viewed Dion Boucicault. 
Among other 
things the old gentleman said: "The 
present system of dramatic criticism is 
bad and misleading. A man sees a new 
play, hurries away to his ofl&ce, and 
writes for dear life for a couple of hours 
maybe, weary to death, and produces 
not a valuable criticism but a picturesque 
and probably unfair report of what he 
has seen. 
I should like to see the 
papers adopting the old French fashion 
of dealing with affairs of the stage in a 
weekly or fortnightly feuilleton, over a 
signature or not, as was foupd best. 
The public demands news of the new 
play the morning after its production, 
and that is met by the report, which 
describes the play, the manner of its 
reception by the audience, the plot, if 
there is space for it, and so on. No 
man could pretend that he was a com- 
petent critic" (Mr. Boucicault demands 
a high standard when he mentions Haz- 
litt and Oxenford) "unless he had the 
history of the stage at his fingers' end. 
He should know the whole range of 
characters ; he should be able to appor- 
tion censure or praise evenly between 
the play and the player—to point out 
when one is wanting, and when the 
other. 
Censure is not dirt, which any 
boy in the gutter may throw at you. 
You should not only say that so-and-so 
is bad ; you must also say iv Jiy it is bad. " 
Then Mr. Boucicault proposes that 
every play should be printed and cir- 
culated for the use of the critic. The 
feuilleton at the end of the week would 
thus become an essay—weighed, rea- 
soned, serious, and responsible. 


"As the group of comedians compos- 
ing the company of Mr. Daly have just 
left you, I may be permitted to refer to 
two more recent arrivals from New 
York. Mrs. Barker and ]\liss Tlioru- 
dyke, who appear in 'The Jilt,' have 
scored undeniably. 
In parts of the 
Lady Franklin kind, tiie woman be- 
tween two ages, in the buxom, joyous 
widow, we have none to excel the 
former lady, who fills the requirements 
handsomely and heartily. 
Miss Tliorn- 
dyke, whose flow of animal s])irits, re- 
fined method, and brilliancy of facial 
express-ion, may remind old ]>lay-goer.s 
of Mrs. Nisbett, gives hapi>y i)romiHe 
of reaching parts like Lady TI azle, Lady 
Gay Spanker, Helen in 'The Htinch- 
back,' and Constance in the 'Love 
Chase.' Both these actresses possess 
spontaneity and graceful method ; and 
if ^ them be added Miss Ada Rehan 
'^iSnd Mrs. Gilbert we have before us re- 
markable 
specimens 
of 
Americ^an 
oomedy. 
We distinguish in their style 
one quality that seems to pervade the 
American stage, and which certainly we 
did not expect to find so very conspicu- 
ous in their comedians. 
They are never 
vulgar. 
Even in burlesque IMr. Dixey 
and Mr. Emmet are distinguished by 
their elegance and grace. 
Mr. Lewis 
and Mr. Jefferson succeeded by the re- 
finement of their methods, by delicacy 
of touch, even when most grotesque. 
So in the part Mrs. Barker assumes in 
*The Jiit;' she has many temptations to 
be vulgar, but the actress preserves 
what appears to be thé good method of 
the American stage. 


"Another prominent feature in Amer- 
ican comedians that distinguishes them 
from the French, " Mr. Boucicault went 
on to say, "is their apparent disregard 
of their audience. 
The French come- 
dian plays to her public, the American 
comedians play to each other, so con- 
cerned with one another and in the 
scene that they never acknowledge the 
spectators. 
This appears to us to be 
the higher art, if the most perfect form 
of art consists in concealing itself. This 
is a remarkable feature in the Daly 
company, and as it appears equally so 
in 'The Jilt,' where the bulk of the per- 
formers are English, picked up here 
and there, we presume that this quality 
belongs to the American stage and the 
English performers were imbued with 
it at the rehearsal."

A Japanese Lecture Boom. 


Wo rode in our jinrikishas to the 
theater, the distance being two or three 
miles. Arriving at the door we removed 
onr shoes, as shoes are never worn in- 
side of houses hero 
The wonderfully 
clean and soft matting which covers the 
floors takes awaj 
unpleasantness 
which yon m a j feel in falling into this 
custom, and, indeed, rather indnces 
jou to believe that it is the proper 
thing to do. 
Near the door we noticed 
a great number of small wooden tables, 
with strings attached and numbers upon 
them. 
These were the "checks" given 
for the shoes left at the door b j the 
natives. 
One does not wonder at this 
custom after seeing the Japanese shoe, 
which is almost universally a kind of 
wooden clog, consisting of a wooden 
base, upon which the foot rests, ele- 
vated by two transverse wooden strips, 
which elevate the foot about four inches 
from the ground. I do not imagine 
that they tend to increase the ease or 
grace of pedestrianism, but they pos- 
sess many advantages as regards clean- 
liness. They are secured to the foot by 
means of two bands of ropes crossing 
over the front part of the foot, and se- 
cured by being held firmly between the 
great toe and its next-door neighbor. 
These shoes are quickly slipped oflf and 
on, and even if the streets are quite 
muddj, the stocking or bare foot, as 
the case may be, may remain quite im- 
maculate. 


We were taken in by the rear en- 
trance, and after being led up a narrow 
stairway we found ourselves in front of 
the audience. 
About six hundred per- 
sons were present, all seated upon the 
floor in their peculiar fashion, and list- 
ening quietly and attentively to the ad- 
dress which was being made when we 
entered. It was strange to see scat- 
tered all over the house small trays 
containing teacups and a teapot full of 
hot Japan tea, which, by the way, I 
find a most agreeable drink. A great 
many were smoking, using their very 
diminutive pipes, the bowl of which 
will only hold a small pinch of tobacco. 
Th)3, of course, requires that they 
should have the means of frequently 
I ghting the pipes, and with every tea- 
pot is found the answer to this demand 
in the shape of a small box containing 
an earthenware jar filled with ashes 
covering a few live coals. The "hiba- 
chi," as it is called, is one of the com- 
monest sight« in Japan.

TWO C A M R S . 


History of Two Young Men Who 
Came to Live in the 
City. 


The Two Roads Open to Them Depicted 
by Bev. Dr. Talmage, of 
Brooklyn. 


At the Brooklyn Tabernacle Kev. T. De 
Witt Talmage. D. D., took for his text. 
Proverbs iv. 26: "Ponder the path of thy 
feet," and preached the following sermon on 
the subject: "Two Young Men Who Came 
to Live in the City:" 


It was a September morning at a country 
depot. 
Two young men are to take the 
cars for the city. 
Father brought them in 
a wagon with tv7o trunks. 
The evening be- 
fore at the old home \vas rather a sad time. 
The neighbors had gathered in to say 
good-by. 
Indeed, all the Sunday after- 
noon there had been a strolling that way 
from Mjoiuing farms, for it was generally 
known that the iv. o boys the next morning 
were going to the city to live, and the whole 
neighborhood was interested, some hoping 
they would do well and others, without say- 
ing anything, Loping for them a city failure. 
Sitting on the fence talking about the mat- 
ter the neighbors would interlard 
their 
conversation about the wheat crop of last 
summer and the apple crop yet to be gath- 
ered with remarks about the city prospects 
of Edward and Nicholas, for these were 
the names of the two young men—Edward, 
17, and Nicholas, 19; but Edward, although 
two yeaTs younger, being a little quicker to 
learn, knew as much as Nicholas. 
They 
were both brown-faced and hearty, and 
had gone through all the curriculum of 
hearty sports, by which muscle is de- 
veloped and the chest tilled out. 


Father and mother on Monday morning 
had both resolved to go to the depot with 
the boj-s, but the mother at the last moment 
backed out, and she said that somehow she 
felt quite weak that morning, and had had 
no appetite for a day or two, and so con- 
cludcd'to say good-l)y "at the front door of 
the old place. 
"Where she went and what 
she did after the wagon left I leave other 
mothers to guess. 
Ihe breakfast things 
stood almost till noon before they were 
cleared away, 
liut little was said on the 
way to the railroad station. 
As the loco- 
motive whistle was heard coming around 
the curve the father put out his hand— 
Bomewhat knotted at the knuckles and o?ie 
of the joints stiiiened years ago by a wouud 
from a scythe—and said: 
"Good-by, Ed- 
ward; good-by, Nic'kolas! Take good care 
of yourselves, and write as soon as you get 
there, and let us know how they tieat you 
Your mother will be anxious to hear." 


Landed in the city they sought out, with 
considerable inquirj' of policemen on street- 
comers and questioning of car-drivers, the 
two commercial establishments to which 
they were destined, so far apart that there- 
after they seldom saw each other, for it is 
astonishing how far apart two persons can 
be in a large city, especially if their habits 
are different. Tractically a hundred mile 
from Bowling Green to Canal Street, or 
from Atlantic Avenue to Fulton. 


Edward, being the youngest, we must 
look after him lirst. 
He never was in so 
large a store in all his life. 
Such inter- 
minable shelves, such skillful imitation of 
real men and women to di^íplay goods on, 
Buch agility of cash boys, such an immense 
stock of goods, and a whole commuuity of 
employes. 
His head is confused as he 
seems dropped like a pebble in the great 
ocean of business life. 
"Have you seen 
that greenhorn from the country?" whispers 
young man to young man. 
"He is in such 
and such a depiirtment. 
AVe will have to 
break him in some night." Edward stands 
at his new place all day so homesick that at 
any moment he could have cried aloud if 
his pride had not suppressed everything 
Here and there a tear he carelessly dashed 
off as though it were from influenza or a 
cold in the head. 
But some of you know 
how a young man feels when set down in a 
city of strangers, thereafter to tight his 
own battles, and no one near by seeming 
to care whether he lives or dies. 
The 
center of a desert, a month's journey to 
the first settlement, is not much 
moie 
solitary. 


But that evening, as the hour for closing 
has come, there are two or three youn 
men who sidle up to Edward and ask him 
how he likes the city, and where he ex- 
pects to go that night, and if he would like 
them to show him the sights. 
He thanks 
them and says he shall have to take some 
evenings for unpacking and making ar- 
rangements,' as he had just arrived, but 
says that after awhile he will be glad to 
accept their company. 
After spending 
two or three evenings in his boarding- 
house room, walking 
up 
and 
down, 
looking 
at 
the bare 
wall 
or an old 
chromo 
hung 
there 
at 
the 
time 
that religious newspapers by such prizes 
advanced their subscription lists, and after 
a hour toying with the match-box and ever 
and anon examining his watch to see if it 
is time to retire—and it seems that 10 
o'clock at night, or 9 o'clock will never 
come—he resolves to accept the chaperon- 
ine of his new friends at the store. 


The following night they are all out 
together. 
Although his salary is not large, 
he is quite flush with pocket-money, which 
the old folks gave him after saving by for 
some time. He can not be mean, and these 
friends are doing all this for his pleasure, 
and so he pays the bills. 
At the door of 
places of enchantment his companions can- 
not find the change, and they accidentally 
fall behind just as the ticket office is ap- 
proached, or they say they will make it all 
right, and will themselves pay the next 
time. 
Edward, accustomed to farm life or 
village life, is dazed and enchanteJ with 
the glitter of spectacular sin. 
Plain and 
blunt iniquity Edward would have immedi- 
ately I'epuloed, but sin accompanied by be- 
witching orchestra; sin amid gilded pillars 
and gorgeous upholsteiy; sin arrayed in all 
the attractions that the powers of darkness 
in combination can an-ange to magnetize a 
young man, is v e ^ dilferent from sin in 
its loathsome and disgusting shape. 


But after a few nights, being very late 
out, he says: "I must stop. 
My purse 
won't stand this. 
My health won't stand 
this. 
My reputation won't stand this." In- 
deed, one of the business firm one night 
from his private box, in which he 
ap- 
plauded a play, in which attitudes 
and 
• phraseology occurred, which, if taken and 
Tittered in his own parlor, would have 
caused him to stab or shoot the actor on 
the spot—from his high-priced box sees in 
a cheaper place the new clerk of his store, 
and is led to ask questions about his hab- 
its, and wonders how, on the salary the 
house pays him, he can do all he ' does. 
Edward, to recover his physical vigor and 
finances, stopped a while and spent a few 
more evenings examining the chromo on 
the wall and counting the matches in the 
match-box, or goes down into the boarding- 
house parlor to hear the gossip about tlie 
other boarders, or a discourse on the in- 
sufficiency of the table fare, considering 
the price paid—the criticism severe in ¡»ro- 
portion as the fault-finder pays little, or is 
resolved to leave unceremoniously, 
and 
pay nothing at all. 


"Confound it!" cried the young man. 
"I cannot stand this life any longer, and I 
must go out and see the world." The same 
younff men and others of a now larger ac- 
quaintance are ready to escort him. There 
is never any lack of such guidance.* If a 
man wants to go the whole round of sin, he 
can find plenty to take him, a whole regi« 
ment who know the way. But after awhile 
Edward's money is all gone. 
He has re- 
^«iiedlll» HftfaiT «gain and again, bnt it 
^legot it, borrowing a 
little there. 
What ihall 
ieea iUvftfii. 


hear a sermon, 
Now, Sunday i« a day of 
carousal. 
He is so full of intoxicants by 
11 o'clock in the day he staggers into one 
*of the licensed rum-holes of the city. 


Some morning, Edward, 
his 
breath 
stenchful with rum, takes his place in the 
store. 
He is not fit to be there. 
He is 
listless, or silly, or impertinent, or in some 
way incompetent, and a m^pssenger comes 
to him and says: "The firm desire to see 
you in their private office." 


'J he gentleman in 
the private office 
says: "Edward, we will not need you any 
more. 
We owe you a little money for 
services since we paid you last, and here it 
is." 


"What is the matter?" says the young 
man. 
"I cannot understand" this. 
H a v e l 
done anything?" 


The reply is: "We do not wish any words 
with you. ' Our engagement with each other 
is ended!" 


"Out of employment!" 
What does that 
mean to a good yoijng man? 
It means op- 
portunity to get another and perhaps a 
better place. 
It means opportunity for 
mental improvement and prejjaration for 
higher work. "Out of employment!" What 
does that mean to a dissipated young man? 
It means a lightning express train on a 
down grade on the Grand Trunk to Perdi- 
tion. 
Al Borak was a winged horse on 
which Mohammed pretended to have ridden 
by night from Mecca to Jerusalem, and 
from Jerusalem to the seventh heaven with 
such s]ieed that each step was as far as the 
eye could reach. 
A young man out of em- 
ployment through his dissipations is seated 
on an Al Borak, riding as fast in the oppo- 
site direction. 


It is now only five years since Edward 
came to town. 
He used to write home once 
a week at the longest. 
He has not written 
home for thiee months. 
"What c;in be the 
matter?" say the old people at home. 
One 
Saturday morniiig the father ])uts on the 
best a})parel of his wardrobe and goes to 
the city to find out. 


"Oh. he has not been here for a lone 
while," say the gentlemen of the iirin. 
"Your son, I am sorry to say, is on the 
wrong track." 


The old father goes hunting him from 
place to place, and comes suddenly upon 
him that night in a place of abandonment. 
The father says: 
"My son, come with me. 
Your mother has sent me to bring you 
home. 
I hear you are out of money and 
Liood clothes, and you know as long as we 
live you can have a home. 
Come right 
away," he says, putting his hand on the 
young man's shoulder. 


In angry tone Edward replies: 
"Take 
your hands olì" me! Y'ou mind your own 
business! I will do as I please! 
Take 
your hands off of mo or I will strike you 
down! You go your way, and I will go 
mine!" 


That Saturday night, or rather Sunday 
morning—for it is by this time 2 o'clock in 
the morning—the father goes to the city 
home of his son Nicholas, and rings the 
bell, and rings again and again, and it 
seems as if no answer would be given; but 
after a while a window is hoisted and a 
voice cries out: "Who is there?" 


"It is me," says the old man. 
"AVhy, father,' is that you?" 
In a minute tke door is opened and the 
sou says: "What in the world has biought 
you to the city at this hour of the night?" 


"Oh! Edward has brought me here. 
I 
feared your mother would go stark crazy 
not hearing from him, and 1 find out that 
it is worse with him than I suspected." 


"Yes," eays Nicholas, "I had not the 
heart to write you anything about it. 
I 
have tried my best with him and all in vain. 
15ut it is after 2 o'clock," says Nicholas to 
his father, "and I will take you to abed." 


On a comfortable couch in that house the 
old father lies down coaxing sleep for a 
few hours, but no sleep comes. 
Whose 
house is it? 
That of his son Nicholas. 
The fact is that Nicholas, soon after com- 
ing to the city, became indispensable in 
the commercial establishment where he 
was placed. 
He knew, what few persons 
know, that, while in all departments of 
business and mechanism and art there is a 
snrpluB of people of ordimry application 
and ordinary diligence, there is a great 
scarcity, and always has been a great 
scarcity, of people who excel. 
Plenty of 
l)eoi)le to do things poorly or tolerably well, 
but very few clerks or business men or 
mechanics who can do splendidly well. 
Appreciating this, Nicholas had resolved 
to do so grandly that the business firm 
could not do without him. 
Always at his 
place a little after everybody had gone. 
As extremely polite to those who declined 
purchasing as to those who made large 
liurchases. 
He drank no wine,i.for he saw 
it was the impoisonment of multitudes, and 
when anyone asked him to take something 
he said "No" with the peculiar intonation 
that meant no. 
His conversation was al- 
ways as pure as if his sisters had been 
listening. 
He went to no place of 
amuse- 
ment where he would be ashamed to die. 
He never bet or gambled, even at a church 
fair! When he was at the boarding-house, 
after he had got all the artistic develop- 
ment he could possibly receive from the 
chromo on the wall, he began to study that 
which would help him to promotion—study 
])enmansUip, study biographies of success- 
ful men; or went forth to places of inno- 
cent amusement 
and to Young Men's 
Christian associations,and was not ashamed 
to be found at a church prayer-meeting. 
He rose from position to position, and 
from one salary to another salary. 


Only five years in town, and yet he has 
rented his own house or a suite of rooms, 
not very large, but a home large enough in 
its happiness to be a type of heaven. 
In 
the morning as the old father, with hand- 
kerchief in hand, comes crying down-stairs 
to the table there are four persons, one 
for each side; the young man, and opposite 
to him the best blessing that a God of 
in- 
finite 
goodness can bestow—namely, 
a 
good wife; and on another side the high 
chair filled with dimpled and rollicking 
glee, that makes the grandfather opposite 
smile outside while he has a broken heart 
within. 


Well, as I said, it was Sabbath, and 
Nicholas and his father, knowing that there 
is no place so appropriate for a troubled 
soul as the house of God, find their way to 
church. 
It is communion day, and what 
is the old man's surprise to see his son 
pass down the aisle with one of the silver 
chalices, showing him to be a church official. 
The fact was that Nicholas from the start 
in city life honored God, and God had 
honored him. 
When the first wave of city 
temptation struck him he had felt the need 
of divine guidance and divine protection, 
and in prayer had sought a regenerated 
heart, and had obtained that mightiest of 
all armor, that mightiest of all protection, 
that mishtiest of all reinforcements, the 
multipotenl and omnipotent grace of God, 
and you might as well throw a thistle down 
against Gibraltar, expecting to destroy it, 
as with all the combined temptations of 
earth and hell try to overthrow a young 
man who can truthfully say: 
"God is my 
refuge and strength," 


ome, let us measure Nicholas around 
the head. 
As many inches of brain as any 
other intelligent man. 
Let us measure 
him around the heart. 
It is so large it 
takes in all the heavens. 
Measure him 
around the parse. 
He has more resources 
than nine-tenths of those who on that Sep- 
tember day came in on any of the railroads 
from north or south, or east or west. 


But that Sabbath afternoon, while in the 
back room, Nicholas and his father are 
talking over any attempt at the reclama- 
tion of Edward, there is a ringing of the 
door-bell and a man with the uniform of a 
policeman stands there, and a man with 
some embarrassment, and some halting, 
and in a roundabout way, says that in a 
fight in some low haunt of the city Edward 
had been hurt. 
He says to Nicholas: 
"I 
heard that he was some relation of yonrfl, 
and thought you onght to know it." 
^Urt? It he badly hurt!" 
^•TeiuTiwy badly i w i . " 
, 
wtmiid moHill^ 


"and bring him right here to my house, 
and let there be all respect and gentleness 
shown him. It is the last we can do for 
him." 


Oh, what obsequies! The 
next-door 
neighbors hardly knew what was going on, 
but Nicholas and the father and mother 
knew. 
Out of the Christian and beautiful 
home of the one brother is carried the des- 
Bolute brother. 
No word of blame uttered. 
No harsh things said. 
On a bank of 
camellias is spelled out the word "Brother." 
Had the prodigal been true and pure and 
noble in life and honorable in death he 
could not have been carried forth with 
more tenderness, or slept in a more beauti- 
ful casket, or been deposited in a more 
beautiful garden of the dead. 
Amid the 
loosened turf the brothers who left the 
country for city life five years before, 
now parted forever. 
The last scene of the 
fifth act of an av/ful tragedy of human 
life is ended. 


What made the difi'erence between these 
two young men? Religion. The one de- 
pended upon himself, the other depended 
upon God. 
They started from the same 
home, and the same opportunities of edu- 
cation, arrived in the ciiy on the same day, 
and if there was any ditierence Edward 
had the advantage, for he was brighter and 
quicker, and all the neighbors prophesied 
greater success for him than for Nicholas. 
But behold and wonder at the tremendous 
secret. 
Voices come up out of this audi- 
ence and say: 
"Did you know 
these 
brothers?" 
"Yes; knew them well." "Did 
you know 
their 
]iarcnts?" 
"Yes; inti- 
mately." 
What was the city, what the 
street, what the last name of these young 
men? 
You have 
excited our curiosity; 
now tell us all. 


I will. 
Nothing in these characters is 
fictitious except thd names. 
They are in 
every city, and in every street of every city, 
and in every country. 
Not two of them, 
but ten thousand. 
Aye, aye! Eight before 
me to-day, and on either side of me, and 
above me, they sit and stand, the invulner- 
able through religious defense and the 
blasted of city allurements. 
Those who 
shall have longevity in beautiful homes, 
and others who shall have early graves of 
infamy. 
And I am here to-day in the 
name of Almighty God to give you the 
choice of the two characters, the two 
histories, (be two experiences, the two 
destinies, the two worlds, the two eterni- 
ties. 


Standing with you at the forks of the 
road something makes me think that if to- 
day I set before the people the termini of 
the two roads they will all of them take the 
right one. 
There are before me in this 
house and in the invisible audience back of 
this—for journalism has generally given 
me every week full opportunity to address 
the people in all the towns and cities in 
Christendom—I say, in the visible and 
invisible audience there are many who 
have not fullj- made up their minds which 
road to take. 
"Come with us! " cry all the 
voices of righteousness. 
"Come with us!" 
cry all the voices of sin. 


Now, the trouble is that many make dis- 
giaceful suiTender. 
As we all know, there 
is honorable and dignified surrender, as 
when a small host yields to superior num- 
bers. 
It is no humiliation for a thousand 
men to yield to ten thousand. 
It is better 
than to keep on when there can be no re- 
sult except that of massacre. 
But those 
who surrender to si:a make a surrender 
when on their side they have enough re- 
serve forces to rout all the armies of 
per- 
dition, whether led on bj'^ what a demon- 
ographer calls Belial, or Beelzebub, or 
Apollyon, or Abaddon, or Ariel. 
The dis- 
graceful thing about the surrender at Sedan 
was that the French handed over 419 field 
guns and mitrailleuses, 0,000 horses, and 
83,000 armed men. 
And it is base for that 
man to surrender to sin when all the 
armaments of almightiness woula have 
wheeled to the front to fight his battle if 
he had waved one earnest signal. 
But no! 
He surrendered body, mind, soul, reputa- 
tion, home, pedigree, time, and eternity, 
while yet all the prayers of his Christian 
ancestors were on his side and all the 
proffered aid—supernal, cherubic, seraphic, 
angelic, déifie. 


We have talked so much the last few 
weeks about the abdication of 
Alexander 
of Bulgaria, but what a paltry throne was 
that from which the unhappy king de- 
scended compared with the abdication of 
that young man, or middle-aged man, or 
old man, who quits the throne of his op- 
portunit)' and 
turns his back upon a 
heavenly 
throne, and tramps off 
into 
ignominy and everlasting exde! That is 
an abdication enough to shake the universe. 
In Persia they will not have a blind man 
on the throne, and when a reigning monarch 
is jealous of some ambitious relative he 
has his eyes extinguished so that he cannot 
possibly ever come to crowning. 
And that 
suggests the diiference between the way 
sin and divine grace takes hold of a man. 
The former blinds him so he may never 
reach a throne, while the latter illumines 
the blind that he may take coronation. 


There is much discussion about which is 
the worst city of the continent. 
Some say 
New Y'ork, some say New Orleans, 
some 
say Chicago, some say St. Louis. 
What i 
have to say is, you cannot make much com- 
parison between the infinities, and in all 
our cities the temjjtation seems infinite. 
We keep a great many mills running day 
and night. 
Not rice-mills or cotton-mills. 
Not mills of com or wheat, but mills for 
grinding up men. 
Such are all the grog- 
shops, licensed and unlicensed. 
Such are 
all the gambling saloons. 
Such are all the 
houses of infamy. 
And we do the work 
according to law, and we turn out a new 
grist every hour, and grind up warm hearts 
and clear heads,and the earth about a cider- 
mill is not more satunted with the bever- 
age than the ground about all these mind- 
destroying institutions is saturated with 
the blood of victims. 
We say to Long 
Island neighborhoods and villages: 
"Senil 
us more supply." 
And to Westchester and 
Ulster and all the other counties of New 
Y'^ork: "Send us more men and women to 
put under the wheels." 
Give us full 
chance and we could grind up in the 
municipal mill 500 a day. 
We have enough 
machinerj'; we have enough men who can 
run them. 
Give us more homes to crush! 
Give us more parental hearts to pulverize! 
Put into the hopper the wardrobes, and the 
family Bibles, and the livelihoods of wives 
and children. 
Give us more material for 
these mighty mills, which are wet with 
tears and sulphurous with wo^- and trem- 
bling with the earthquakes of an incensed 
God, who will, unless our cities repent, 
cover us up as quick and as deep as in 
August of the year 79 Vesuvius avalanchod 
Herculaneum. 


O man and woman, ponder the path of 
thy feet! See which way you are going. 
Will you have the destiny of Edward or 
Nicholas? 
On this sacramental day, when 
the burnished chalices stand in the presence 
of the people, start from the foot of the cross 
for usefulness and heaven.

HAREM. 


Beauty 
a n d Youth 
the 
Only 
Quallfieationa 
ICequired.

Under former reigns in Persia the 
rule was * that no male person over 10 
years of age should be found on the 
line of route of a royal wife or daughter. 
It was death to disobey this order. 
Even now Europeans wisely avoid un- 
pleasantness by turning down a side 
street when they hear the shouts of 
"Gitchen" (i. e.', "Begone" in Turkish) 
from the eunuchs who accompany the 
palace ladie«. 


The late Ara erican Minister, Mr, Ben- 
jamin, made a great mistake on one oc- 
casion by neglecting this pjan. 
With 
true American simplicity he was accua- 
tomod to ride through the streets with 
only one servant. 
Meeting the proces- 
sion one day, he failed to turned out of 
its path. 
-The result was that his 
servant was beaten, and he himself was 
hustled into a by-road. 
Next day he 
duly lodged a complaint of this treat- 
ment, and had to i)ut up with the 
apology 
"that, naturally, the rojal 
servants could not recognize a 'one- 
horse Minister.' " 


Gen. Gersteiger Kahn, an 
Austrian 
oiTicer of engineers, many years in the 
service of the Shah, was Aviser in his 
generation. 
He 
met the late Queen- 
Mother 
ami 
the royal ladies when he 
was on foot, turned liis face to the wall 
like 
a native, 
and as each 
carriage 
passed deliberately saluted . from 
the 
back of his head. 
The ladies screamed 
with laughter and told the 
Shah, 
who 
jiersuaded him to repeat his novel sa- 
lutes, and then congratulated 
him 
on 
his discretion. 


A good deal is known of 
the 
royal 
seraglio 
from those who have oppor- 
tunities of seeing it; but these persons 
are 
few. 
A French 
pianist, 
Mme. 
Hadji 
Abbas, an aged French woman 
who passed forty years 
in 
the 
royal 
palace as interpreter to the ro^-al ladies, 
and an Italian lady, the wife of 
the 
Mustaufiul-Mamalek, 
were 
the 
only 
persons in 
Persia who 
could 
really 
speak 
on 
this subject with authority. 
During my long residence in Persia 
I 
only 
knew 
of one harem tragedy; in 
that case a black slave was pistoled and 
a lady died. 
But these 
accidents 
did 
not 
occur in the King's palace. 
I re- 
member an unfortunate who, while he 
was engaged in 
excavating 
a 
water- 
course, suddenly found himself in the 
royal harem and nearly died of fright. 
But 
the 
King, seeing how the matter 
stood, pardoned him. 


Fresh acquisitions for the seraglio ar- 
rive frequently, at times in batches. 
The mode of getting rid of those wlio 
have ceased to please is simple and yet 
ingenious. 
There is no sewing up in 
sacks, no casting from towers, no bow- 
string, no poisoning. 
Some provincial 
General is informed that he will be 
favored with a wife from the royal 
harem. 
To refuse is impossible; the 
disgusted lady arrives and is placed at 
the head of her new husband's house- 
hold. 
She usually insists on his im- 
mediately divorcing his other wives, 
and in any case treats them as inferiors. 
One of my Persian friends was Gen, 
F 
Khan. 
He became the recipient 


of one of these royal favors. 
She led 
him a sad life, and he never alluded to 
her but (in a wliisi^er) as "the old 
camel." 


Beauty and youth are the few and 
simple qualifications for entering the 
royal harem. Various accomplishments, 
such as singing., playing on the hand- 
drum, the tambourine, or the har- 
monica, are often acquired, after the 
lady has been received into the seraglio. 
Every lady who becomes a royal wife 
has a separate 
establishments 
and 
servants of her own in the harem in- 
closure. 


The amusements of the ladies are tea 
parties, music, story-telling, the bath— 
in which they spend many hours—pic- 
nics, excursions in the royal carriages, 
smoking, and the eating and making of 
sweetmeats 
and 
confectionery 
and 
pickles. 
The honor of being selected 
to accompany the King on his hunting 
excursions is much coveted and jeal- 
ously intrigued for. 
When in large 
glass coaches of the King the ladies are 
not cruelly careful to conceal their 
charms from the 
casual 
European. 
Most of those who were in the habit of 
driving on the Gulahak road, the drive 
outside 
Teheran, have caught many 
glimpses of the royal ladies as their car- 
riages passed the vehicles of the Fer- 
inghis at a gallop. 
These lights of the 
harem are much bedizened and much 
painted, and as a rule—and except for 
their magnificent eyes—ugly. 
Possibly 
the ladies do not go out till they have 
become a little passees; or not, perhaps, 
till increasing obesity renders carriage 
exercise a necessity. 
It must not be 
supposed that all or even most Persian 
ladies are fat and ugly; that would be 
quite a mistake. 
Life in the royal 
harem tends to fatness perhaps. 


Formerly the King's harem was gov- 
erned by the Shah's mother, who had 
immense influence with her son. 
She 
was a stern moni tress, and harem execu- 
tions under her rule were frequent. 
This clever women had her detractors, 
who made her out a sort of Catherine 
of Persia,

DIPHTHERIA. 


Itm Restriction 
and 
Prevention 
as 
Reeotn- 
mended 
by the Ohio State 
Roard 
of 
Health. 


1. 
When a child has sore throat with fever, 
and especially when diphtheria is present in the 
neighborhood, it should bo kept apart from 
others until a competent physician has deter- 
mined it is not diphtheria. 


а. When a person ia known to be sick with 
diphtheria he should immediately be separated 
from all others, excepting his attendants, and 
removed to a room which should be specially 
prepared for his occupancy. 


3. 
This room should be prepared by removing 
from it all superfluous furniture, carpets, extra 
clotl.'ing, books, window curtains, and all other 
similar articles not needed in the room. 
It 
should be as remote as possible from the family 
rooms—preferably in the upper story—and care 
should be taken to secure an abundance of 
fresh air, without exposing the patient to direct 
drafts. 


4. A card with "diphtheria" on it in large, 
plain letters should be placed in a conspicuous 
position on the house in which th.'re is a person 
sick with the disease. 
No child should be al- 
lowed to enter the house. 


5. No one should be admitted to the sick- 
room except the necessary nurses and attend- 
ants. 


б. No food or drink which has been in the 
sick-room should be partaken of by the well. 
The dishes carried in should be washed sepa- 
rately. 


7. Under no circumstances should the bed- 
clotlies or the patient's body linen be mixed 
with the other soiled clothing, or be admitted tc 
the general wash, without being first thoroughly 
disinfected. 


8. All persons recovering from diphtheria are 
dangerous, and should not be permitted to at- 
tend school, church, or any public assemblv 
until, in the judgment of a careful physician, 
they are no longer a source of contagion. 


9. No public funeral should be held of any 
person dying of diphtheria. 
In no case should 
anj' child bo permitted to attend. 


Then follow general instructions on 
disinfection, tlie i)amphlet closing with 
the following rules for prevention oi 
the disease: 


1. 
Avoid thecontagium of thedisease. 
Espe- 
cially should children be guarded against con- 
tact with anything which haa been near one sick 
with the disease. 


•J. Be careful of books, toys, cats, and dogs 
which may have been handled by diphtheria 
patients. 


3. If any one visits such a case he should 
bathe, disinfect and change his clothing before 
going where there are children. 


4. Beware of anyone with a sore throat; do 
not kiss such a person, or drink from the same 
cup, or put anything into your mouth he may 
have handled. 


5. When diphtheria is present in your neigh- 
borhood beware of taking children to crowded 
assemblies in unventilated rooms. 


G. See that your house, cellar, and yard are 
kept perfectly clean, and your living and sleep- 
ing rooms are well ventilated. 
Cleanliness, 
pure air, and pure water are the three great foes 
of this disease. 


To tho public these rules may seem numerous 
and, perhaps, unimportant, but the State Board 
of Health would not be doing ita whole duty if it 
failed to jioint out the best possible means 
known of restricting and preventing this dread 
disease. 


OLD 
CONVETANCES. 


The first mail-coach was started in 
1784, and in 1844 tliere was not a single 
mail running by road out of London. 
In fact, the coaching system, like those 
of clipper-ships and wet-plate photo- 
graphy, was brought to perfection only 
to go down almost immediateh' before 
the introduction of suj^erior method. 
The mails kept wonderful time; so ex- 
act were they that iJeojjle used to time 
their watches by them. 
A few of the 
time-bills of the mails^ with their stop- 
pages, are given. 
The Bristol, the 
Davenport, and the Holyhead were the 
fastest mails out of London, the last 
named doing 259^ miles in 26 hours 
and 55 minutes, an average pace of a 
little under 10 miles an hour, including 
stoppages. 
But the wear and tear of 
horseflesh to keep up this pace in all 
weathers and against bad stat(is of road 
must have been fearful, and is no won- 
der that the postoffice often had great 
difficulty in getting their contracts 
taken up. 
Hr. Home considered that 
the pace was too great, as the mails 
constantly drove over people and killed 
them. 
Indeed, accidents of all kinds 
were common; the "Beaufort Hunt" 
was upset twice within a fortnight. 
These accidents often arose from what 
Mr. Harris charitably calls "the indis- 
cretions of the coachman;" but what- 
ever their cause, they were frequently 
lamentable and severe. 
One of the 
oldest coach proprietors made it a 
maxim never to employ a coachman 
who had not had an upset, for the 
reason that without such an experience 
he would not know how to get a coach 
up again. 
There can be no doubt that 
there was a great deal of reckless driv- 
ing and racing. 
Catastrophies also 
happened through getting off the road 
in a fog and from collisions, and, in ad- 
dition to these causes, a thoroughly 
fractious or vicious horse might prove 
an equal source of danger. 
Mr. Harris 
enlai'ges on the subjects of coachmen, 
guards, and accidents in as many enter- 
taining chapters, and he neatly tapers 
off his subject by a dissertation on the 
early days of railways. 
Coaching left 
its mark on the railways in several re- 
spects. 
The distance between the rails 
on the narrow gauge of railways is the 
same as the width between the wheels 
of the old mail-coaches—^viz., 4 feet 
inches. 
Even to the present day car- 
riages may be seen on some of our lines 
painted to resemble three coach bodies 
placed end to end, which seems to have 
been the original idea in the construo- 
^^n of railway carriages, though H haa 
probablj mewet oocforred ta.one traTaler

OHIO STATE NEWS, 


—A party of hunters who have just re- 
turned from a Lunt in the hills of Holmes 
County say they encountered a curious 
creature on their trip. 
According to their 
description a wild man or some other 
strange being is at large in Holmes County. 
The party who report seeing this strange 
creature claim that he or it looked like a 
man, but acted like a wild beast. 
The 
cieature was encountered near a brushy 
thicket and willow copse near what is 
known as Big Spring, where Gen. Beali 
rested on his march through Ohio, at a 
point a short distance south of the Wayne 
Coanly line, in Holmes County. 
The 
hunters were beating the brush for pheas- 
ants when the attention of one of the party 
was attracted to an object that smldenly 
darted across an opening in the brush. 
Later on the object was again seen along 
the edge of the brush. 
By this time the 
hunters had reacl;ed open ground, and 
were surprised to see what they describe ns 
a man, entirely nude, but covered with 
what appeared to them to be matted hair. 
His face was covered by a heavy growth 
of hair. 
When seen he was sonie distunce 
away, but on discovering the luintors he 
started toward them on a ran and gave 
forth queer guttural Rounds. 
On seeing 
the stranie being moving toward them the 
party of hunters, which included four per- 
sons, all armed with shotguns, broke and 
ran. 
The straufio creature pursued them 
for a short distance until the 
hud 


reached a public highway, when he turned 
back and was seen to enter Killbuck Creek, 
which he bwam, and then disaj peared in 
the brush again. 
On apjroaching the 
water he dropped on all-fours and plunged 
in like a dog, swimming in a manner 
similar to a canine. 
The hunters did not 
have the nerve to return, but got away from 
the ])lace as soon as possible. 
They are 
emphatic in their assertion that they had 
encountered a wild man, and describe him 
as above. 


—There is considerable uneasiness at 
Zanesville among saloon-keepers. 
In 1S.S2 
a large number of them were indicted i'or 
selling contrary to law, and those that were 
not convicted i)leaded guilty. 
There w^ re 
about twenty-five of them. 
Fines assessed 
by the Court, including costs, varied from 
$100 to S250, the order of the Court being 
that defendants should stand committed 
until fines and costs were paid. 
Through 
persuasion and shrewdness of attorm'vs 
for the liquor men, the judgment of the 
Court has been avoided up to this time. 
Eecently the Sheriff, by order of the Prose- 
cutiug Attorney, has been notifying parties 
indicted and convicled that they must pay 
up or go to jail. 
Some of them havu 
squared accounts, while others refuse to 
pay on account of inability. 


—A well-known citizen of Wellsville, 
was recently adjudged insane and tuki-n to 
the Northern Ohio Hospital for the Insane 
at Xewburg. 
Just as the train was Ir avinLf 
Atwater, he eluded the walchfulnc s; of his 
custodians and leaped from the train, ai d 
made an attempt to reach the engine. 
Hi' 
failed in this, and grasped the hand-rail of 
the first fruit car, clambered on to the stops, 
and from there to the top of the car. 
The 
train had by this time reached a speed of 
thirty miles an hour. 
The maniac r:in 
nimbly over the top of the car, aud reach- 
ing the end jumped on to the tender of the 
engine and entered the cab, where he rode 
a distance of fifteen miles. 
As he was not 
violent no attempt was made to dislodge 
him. 
His escape from death was a narrow 
one. 


—About fifteen years ago the sight of the 
left eye of a lady living at AVooster became 
impaired. 
She was treated by a num- 
ber 
of 
eminent 
oculists, 
but 
all 
agreed 
that 
the 
eye 
was 
hope- 
lessly destroyed, and 
that 
it was but 
a question of time until the injni*}' would 
affect the sight of her right eye and make 
her hopelessly blind. 
On going to bed the 
other night she was greatly troubled by 
acute pains in the injured optic, the lids of 
which kept constantly twitching. 
The pain 
kept her awake nearly the entire night. 
Finally she dropped into a restless sleep. 
When she awoke the jiain was gone and 
the sight of her left eye had returned, and 
the sight of both her eyes are as good as 
it ever was- 


—The State Board of Health has infor- 
mation to the effect that what amounts to 
almost an epidemic of diphtheria prevails in 
many sections of the State. Numerous cases 
are reported ftom Hamilton, Pik.», Tuscara- 
was, Greene, Clarke, aud Morrow Coun- 
ties. Clarke County reported four deaths last 
week, and Cincinnati eighteen cases of 
diphtheria, none of the latter being fatal. 
The Board is engaged in the preparation 
of a circular, which will be made public 
very soon, giving the public the best methods 
of treating the disease, and also how to 
guard against it. 


—A widow, a^ed 70 years, residing in 
Camden, while attempting to start a fire in 
th'3 cooking-stove, by mistake used gaso.- 
line instead of coal oil, which took fire and 
exploded, filling the rooms with flames. 
Her screams brought assistance, but by 
the time she could be reached her body 
was charred from head to foot, the fiesh 
dropping from the bones. 
She lived four 
hours in untold agony, retaining conscious- 
ness to the last. 


—Petitions to the Ohio Legislature, ask- 
ing for an appropriation of $25,000 to jiay 
the expense of casting and erecting in 
Cincinnati a bronze equestrian statue to 
the memory of Gen. Harrison, are being 
numerously signed. 


—At Wapakonetrt a jury gave a woman 
$1,000 damages for the death of her hus- 
band, a section hand, who was killed by 
a collision of a hand-car and a freight 
train. 


•—Three brothers were walking on the 
railroad track two miles west of Lame, 
near Marion, when one of the number was 
struck by the west-bound Bee Lino freight 
and instantly killed. 
All of them saw the 
approaching train, but only two got off the 
track, the other remaiking that he would 
stay on awhile.

glasses being sold in one day not long ago.

On tho morning of the I2lh of April,

From 4 :8Q 


o'clock a. m., of tho 12th until 1 :•!"» 
o'clock on tho 18th ft steady iiro of she. 
nnd shell fell upon Sumter. 


On tho morning of tho lUlli a fleet o 


United States vessels appeared off the 
bar. 
After consultation it was decided 


to bring matters to a short conclusion 
Two o'-J-poundors from the Snmter bat 
tery of Fnrt MoiiHrie opened with ho 
shot. At 1:-15 p. m., tho white flag was 
shown from, tlio walls of Fort Sumter 


In tho war v/hieh fallowed, whiel 


cost a million lives and desolated (he 
fairest part of tho American continent 
it has been a matter of inquiry who 
fired tho first shot iu BO "grave a matter. 
On nccouiif. of wide separation of tho 
batteries surrounding Sumter, on Mor- 
ris Island, .Tames Island, Mount Pleas 
ant, Sullivan's Island, it was necessary 
lo arrange some signal for a genera' 
fire to be opened on Surntcr in caso o. 
emergency. 
A white Innicrn run up to 


Iho hcnil of tho flag-stall' of Fort Moul 
trie at night was to bo that signal. 


Oii tho llth affaire vrero so strainet 


that we eipecled thti order to opeii fire 
at any moment. Jt TTHR then decided 
that, as Forfc Johnson was so much 
nearer to Charleston than Fort Moul- 
trit;, a mortar shell fired from Forl 
Johnson would bo Iho .signal lo Gnu. 
Ripley to rnn up tho lantern at Fort 
Houltrio — that being tho general sig- 


nal. 


Weeks had benn passed iu drill and 


preparations, and ou tho evening of tho 
llth, at Fort Moult ri?, tho gun squads 
were fold off— tho men instructed fo bo 
at their posts at a momcLt's notice 
— and Iho lines of firo woro marked 
on transverse circles with chalk for use 
at night. It rained after midnight nnd 
our chalk linen were nearly washed out. 


When the mortar-shell was fired from 


Fort Johnson tho men were instantly 
nt their posts nud l)ie Innlern was run 
up. 
Our guns had been already loaded 


and everything was ready, but tho fire 
•was not ordered until tho lines had 
been renewed. Just as this had boon 
done a gun was fired from the iron 
battery nt Cummuig's Point, under tho 
command of Capt. George U. Cuthbert 
of tho Palmetto Guard. That gun was 
fired by Edviird Kuflln uf Virginia.

M. FranccHijuo 
Sarcey, tho well- 


known French critic, has writtnn a little 
work which is well worth tlio perusal 
of physicians, by virtue of its charming 
stylo and tho freshness nud force with 
which ho describes tho course- and tho 
dangers of near Bightednnas. His book 
ia an autobiography, so far as relates to 
his eyes. Ho begins : "I was born 


i near sighted, dreadfully near sighted. 


Many physicians awert that persons aro 
never boru near sighted, but only be- 
come EO. However, science may tbinh 
what bho pleases, but 1 wus born 
myopic." The very day on which his 
infirmity was discovered is indelibly 
stamped on hie memory, and bis ac- 
count of it iy quilo worthy transcribing: 
"One tiny, prompted by n spirit, of 
mischief, I got hold of the big silver 
spectacles which my father always wore 
and clapped them on. Fifty years have 
passed since then, but tho sensation i 
experienced ia keen nnd thrilling to this 
day. I gave a cry of astonishment and 
joy. Up to that moment I had soon the 
lofty dome ubovo mo only as thick, 
preen «lot!i, through which no ray of 
sunlight over fell. Now, oh wonder 
and delight, I saw that in this dome 
were many litllo brilliant chinks; that 
,it wns made of myriad separate and 
distinct leaves, through whose interstices 
flie sunshine shifted, imparting to their 
greenery a thousand tones of light nud 
shade. 
But what amazed mo most, 


speak of it to this day without emotion, 
was that I saw suddenly between the 
leaves, and far nway beyond them, little 
Glimpses of tlm bright bhto fikv. I 
clapped my hands in ecstasy. I was 
mad with astonishment and delight." 


Very high myopia like Sarcoy'n ia 


rare; but moderate degrees of myopia 
aro very common ; and myopia, as 
Sarccy slates, is increasing and spread- 
ing through Europe like some epidemic 
disease. 
Among the ancienls It ap- , 


pears to have been practically unknown. 
As evidence of this, M. Sarcey refers to 
tho ancient amphitheaters in which 
30,000 spectators sat and viewed the 
games without a glass. Perhaps), to be 
sure, tho myopes of those (toys might 
havo learned lo stay at home. How- 
ever, that myopia is increasing, there 
can be no doubt. In fifteen years the 
proportion of undoubted myopes in the 
Polytechnic school of France has risen 
from iJO lo 50 per cent. ; and 80 per cent-, 
of tho students havo to wear glasses. 
M. hJarcoy urges his readers wilh pro- 
found emphasis to 
remember thai 


myopia has a tendency to increase, un- 
less numberless precautions aro taken, 
and that all myopic cycn nre wuak eyea, 
to be looked nftcr carefully by their 
possessor. In his own case tlm result 
of overuse and misuse of his eyes, es- 
pecially his attempts to got along with- 
out glasses was that he lost thu eyesight 
of onn eye entirely, through detach- 
ment of the retina and that a cataract 
developed in tho other. Tho loss of 
Iho eye ho attributes to tho effects of 
studying when a boy iii a badly-lighted 
school-room, and he invokes all mothers 
to cxamino the school rooms. "If they 
ho not fairly Hooded with light, tako 
your son. homo nguiu. To leave him 
bent for ten years over dimly •lighlciT 
hooka, ig, if he has any tendency to 
this trouble, almost certain to lay up 
myopia for bis manhood; if ho bo al- 
ready myopic, it is toasBurehimablind 
old age." Snrcey's description of tho 
development of his cataract and of its 
removal is vivid and dramatic. 
Tho 


opemtiou was successful, and he now 
sues distinct objects even better thau 
before. 
The epilogue of his story is: 


"Remember that all extreme myopia, 
ends almost infallibly in a cataract, and 
•that nearly nil myopia may become ex- 
treme if tho eyes are abused." 
Whilo 


Sarcoy's views aro somewhat tinclnrod 
l)y tho bitterness of his personal ex- 
perience, his warnings aro wiso and 
timely, and should be widely read.
